Driver dies in flam ing crash 


A 24-year-old Grove City man who 
formerly lived in Milledgeville died in 
the flaming wreckage of his automobile 
on a Fayette County highway at 5 a.m. 
Sunday. 
A car driven by Samuel R. Glispie 
failed to negotiate a slight right curve 
on Palmer Road, went left of center 
near the Sugar Creek Bridge and 
traveled 151 feet before hitting an Ohio 
Bell Telephone Co. pole and culvert. It 
then traveled 30 feet and hit a second 
Ohio Bell pole, breaking it off at the 
base, and burst into flames. 


Washington C H. firemen were 
dispatched to the scene, but the car was 
completely destroyed and Glispie’s 
charred body was later found in the 
wreckage. He was traveling alone. 
Born in Mount Sterling, Glispie had 
spent most of his life in Milledgeville 
and was a member of the Moose Lodge 
at Sabina. He was employed by the

seven days a week 
found only two 
open, both truck stops 
Many people apparently stayed home 
because of the lack of gas. 
"There’s been a big reduction in the 


out ol state traffic,” said Bill Wilson, 
the information officer tor the Georgia 
state patrol "Traffic has been cut from 
30 to 40 per cent on tin* highly traveled 
roads,” he added

WASHINGTON (A P) 
The nation’s 
20 largest oil companies control almost 
95 per cent of the country’s known oil 
reserves and dominate shares of all 
known alternative fuels, an Associated 
Press study shows. 
A special Senate subcommittee is 
investigating 
allegations 
of 
diminishing competition among the oil 
giants with an eye to defining oil 
company holdings in other fuels 
The AP study showed that the large 
oil companies also own: 
More than 70 per cent of the U.S. 
natural gas supply. 
—Between 30 and 60 per cent of the 
nation’s coal. 
More than 50 per cent of the 
uranium supply used in nuclear power 
generation. 
—Virtually all of the oil shale lands 
currently under private ownership. 
While the large oil companies have 
never made a secret of their diver­ 
sification into other fuel areas, precise 
ownership data has been difficult to 
compile because the oil companies 
wont 
disclose 
the 
information 
to 
anyone, including some of the federal 
agencies responsible for regulating the 
industry. 
The California 
legislature 
issued 
contempt 
citations against 
several 
large companies recently, including 
Standard Oil of California, Exxon, 
Union, Mobil and Texaco after the 
companies refused to comply with 
subpoenas demanding data on their 
California operations. 
What 
information 
is 
available 
through government documents and 
industry reports shows that among the 
top 20 oil companies as ranked by 1972 
sales, all had oil and gas holdings. 
Eighteen of the top 20 had interests in 
oil shale lands, 14 had uranium in­ 
terests and at least 
ll 
had coal 
holdings. 
Critics of the consolidation of 
ownership of fuel resources charge that 
the 
trend 
is 
monopolistic.

They were Exxon, the largest oil 
company in the nation; Texaco, ranked 
number three; Gulf, number four; 
Shell, number seven; Continental, 


number eight; Atlantic Richfield, num­ 
ber nm; Sun, number 14; Standard Oil 
ol Ohio, number 17, and Marathon, 
number 20.

Arab oil ministers say they won’t lift 
their embargo against 
the 
United 
States until Israel agrees to withdraw 
from all occupied territories and sets a 
timetable for the pullout. 
The pledge to continue the boycott 
was issued over the weekend in Kuwait 
after a meeting of the IO members of 
the Organization of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 
Resumption of Arab oil shipments to 
America will come only after Israel 
establishes "a fixed timetable” for 
withdrawal from all Arab lands cap­ 
tured since the 1967 war, including the 
Arab 
sector 
of 
Jerusalem , 
the 
ministers said Sunday. 
The Israelis have vowed never to 
give up East Jerusalem, which they 
captured in the 1967 war and which 
contains some of the holiest shrines of 
the Moslem, Christian and Jewish 
religions. The return of East Jerusalem 
is a particular goal of King Faisal of 
Saudi 
Arabia, 
normally 
the 
chief 
supplier of Arab oil to the United 
States. 
The Kuwait meeting stipulated that 
the embargo would not be lifted until 
Israel 
actually 
began withdrawing 
from the occupied lands. But Saudi 
Arabia’s oil minister, Sheik Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani, appeared to retreat from 
this in a television appearance in 
Washington. 


Appearing on 
NBC’s 
"Meet 
the 
Press" he said the Arabs will remove 
the embargo "when Israel agrees to 
withdraw and the 
United States 
guarantees the withdrawal.” 
In an effort to force a favorable 
Middle East peace settlement, the 


Arabs initially cut total oil production 
by 25 per cent, promised to reduce pro­ 
duction by 5 per cent each month, and 
stopped all oil shipments to the United 
States and the Netherlands because of 
their pro-Israeli policy. 
The ministers meeting in Kuwait also 
announced that crude oil production in 
January would be reduced by 5 per cent 
of the December production. 
A similar 5 per cent production cut 
was ordered for December, but Japan 
and all Common Market countries ex­ 
cept the Netherlands were exempted 
because of pro-Arab statements they 
issued. But the Sunday announcement 
in Kuwait said the January cut would 
apply to them. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, Israeli 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan said on 
CBS-TV’s "Face the Nation” that 
despite the Arab oil squeeze, the U. S. 
government had put no pressure on him 
for concessions at the peace conference 
expected to begin on Dec. 18 in Geneva.

Gasoline cut 
to be costly 
for states 


W ASHINGTO N 
(AP) 
— 
Federal 
efforts to cut gasoline consumption by 
rationing or taxation could cost the 
states $2 billion a year in lost revenues. 
Such a loss could force states to cut 
back services and abandon con­ 
struction of hospitals, schools and high­ 
ways, state officials have told the 
Senate Government Operations Com­ 
mittee. 
The Nixon administration aims to cut 
gasoline consumption by 30 per cent, 
either by rationing or by raising the 
federal tax, perhaps by as much as 30 
or 40 cents a gallon. 
A decision on what route to follow will 
be made this month, federal officials 
say. 
But since every state has its own 
gasoline tax, ranging from 5 to 8.5 cents 
per gallon, a 30 per cent cut in con­ 
sumption would result in a similar 
reduction in state tax revenues. 
In 1970 the 50 states took in $6.3 billion 
in motor-fuel taxes, a figure that has 
risen in the last three years because of 
increased driving and higher taxes in 
some states. 
In many states these tax collections 
are funneled into the general fund, 
which 
finances education, 
welfare, 
health and other programs. Some 
states share the gasoline tax with cities 
and. c o u n 
t i 
e s 
. * 
In every state, the gasoline tax is a 
major revenue source. In California, 
for example, the motor fuel tax brought 
in $672.4 million in 1970; New York took 
in $374.8 million. At the bottom of the 
list, Alaska collected $10.4 million. 
A 30 per cent cut in gasoline con­ 
sumption would cost Tennessee, for 
instance. $39 million a year; Florida 
$67.6 m illion; Massachusetts $40.7 
million; Oregon $19.4 million; Illinois 
$93.9 million; Wisconsin $39.2 million, 
and the District of Columbia $4.9 
million. 
In addition, say aides to the Senate 
committee, there is the inestimable tax 
loss that states would suffer should 
tough energy-conservation programs 
tiring on a recession, as some econo­ 
mists predict. 
The anticipated loss in tax revenues 
because of higher federal gasoline 
levies could he offset by turning over 
part of the tax to the states or by rais­ 
ing state taxes.

In cutting oil shipments to America 
the Arabs have done us an inadvertent 
favor: they have forced us to con­ 
template the fact 
that our entire 
economy has become over-aged, over- 
regulated, and caught in a score of 
vicious circles that threaten to turn an 
immediate crisis into a 
long-term 
depression. 
The news from Dallas, Tex., which 
tells us of the oil drilling contractors’ 
complaints that they can't purchase 
drilling rigs simply because more than 
1,500 rigs were scrapped or can­ 
nibalized for parts during the years 
when prices on new oil were held down, 
is merely the tip of a huge iceberg. 
Orders for new drill pipes can’t be 
filled because of a world-wide shortage 
of tubular steel. The steel used for pipe 
that used to be imported from West 
G erm any 
and 
Jap a n 
now 
goes 
elsew here, w here the profits are 
higher. 
Even if we had more domestic oil to 
go to electrical generating plants, it 
would not immediately result in power 
to make new drilling equipment. Our 
existing oil refiners and steel mills 
need new energy to expand capacity 
before they can take on new jobs. How 
are we to get extra electricity if we lack 
electrical energy now to refine the oil 
needed to generate new sources of 
power? Which came first, the chicken 
or the egg? 


Bernard Falk, the president of the 
National 
Electric 
M anufacturers 
Association, has recently reported a 
critical scarcity of a special high-grade 
oil used in transformers How, he asks, 
can the utilities distribute electricity to 
manufacturers if the supply of tran­ 
sformer oil keeps on dwindling9 


TO COMPLICATE matters, most of 
the 
m achine 
tools 
now 
in 
use 
throughout America are fast becoming 
obsolete. The recent survey of the 
machine tool industry, conducted for 
the McGraw-Hill Co. by the American 
Machinist magazine, showed that only 
some 33 per cent of the machine tools in 
the U.S. are less than IO years old. 
This is the worst record of any of the 
great industrial powers. In Canada, 40 
per cent of the machine tools are less 
than IO years old; in Britain, the figure 
is 42 per cent; in Italy, it is 49 per cent; 
in West Germany and Japan it is 63. 
When the U.S. lags behind Britain, 
long the most decrepit of the industrial 
powers, it means that a real house 
cleaning is in order. Out-dated machine 
tools lose both accuracy and produc­ 
tivity, and when they are allied with 
high labor costs the trouble is com­ 
pounded.

machinery industry has the newest 
machine tools This helps us to be more

efficient in keeping records, but it does 
not help to improve the records of our 
truly basic manufacturing companies. 
The two industries that have the most 
antiquated machine tools happen to be 


the farm equipment producers and the 
special industry machinery producers. 
Some 40 per cent of the machine tools 
now used to make special equipment 
are more than 20 years old. 


The auto industry has been one of the 
more progressive in a laggard country. 
It 
now has 210,000 machine tools 
compared with the 166,000 of 1968. It 
has also begun to use numerically 
controlled machines in its plants at an 
accelerating rate. 


Unfortunately a lot of the 
new 
autom otive 
m achine 
tools 
were 
designed to make the big gas-guzzling 
cars that are now choking the market. 
So even our most progressive tran­ 
sportation industry is stuck with a 
problem of adaptation. 


We've got to begin all over again, 
rebuilding the U.S. industrial machine 
from the bottom up. It’s a sobering 
thought. The Arabs have exacerbated 
our troubles, but even without King

anti-septic quality about it. Unlike the 
war in Vietnam, it is an abstraction, 
and the kind of abstraction that most 
people understandably hide under the 
carpet.

Comet Kahoutek whirls way into solar system 


AMBRIDGE, Mas*.(AP) 
Build a 
new house, and you can have a leftover 
collection of unused brick, wood, in­ 
sulating tarpaper or rock wool, 
shingles, pipe, and the like 
Build a new solar system, including a 
sun and earth like ours, and you can 
have a leftover collection of gases, ice, 
snow, and dust 
And that is what many astronomers 
think the comet Kohoutek now visiting 
the earth is made of 
Indeed, there may he IOO billion such 
comet* roaming around in a great 
Cloud or shell at the fringes of the solar 
system, says the Dutch astronomer, 
.Jan (tort. 
In the beginning, scientific theory 
goes, a vast dust cloud condensed 44 
billion years ago to form the sun and its 


nine planets. Comets are thought to 
contain original material that didn t 
make it to form such bodies, 
If all the many billions of comets 
were gathered together in one piece, 
they might have a mass or weight only 
I loth to I loo the mass ot just the earth 
alone 
But they might outweigh the 
earth No one knows No one has ever 
hefted a comet 
Most astronomers go along with the 
concept 
that 
comets are 
“ dirty 
snowballs” or “dirty icebergs," as 
proposed by Fred Whipple, who himself 
discovered half a dozen comets and 
who recently retired as director of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Obser­ 
vatory at Harvard University.

amateurs with avid interest in the

Lubes Kohoutek, a Czech 
astronomer 
now 
at 
the 
Hamburg 
Observatory in West Germany, spotted 
his comet last March 
Most comets are quite small, only a 
mile or a few miles in diameter. But 
Kohoutek 
pronounced Coe Hoe Tek 
may he up to IO to 20 miles across in 
its frozen nucleus, says Brian Marsden 
of the Smithsonian Observatory, 
The sun s heat will drive off and 
expand its gases, along with some dust 
particles, to form a glowing tail, 
perhaps two or more, that will stretch 
perhaps IOO million miles 
The tail 
could cover one sixth of the evening 
sky. The comet's head may be as 
brilliant .is Venus or Jupiter 
Kohoutek promises 
to 
be 
more 
luminous and dazzling than the famous 
Hailey's comet, Marsden thinks, but 
only the next lew weeks will tell Bight 
now, it is visible in the predawn sky, in 
the southeast. On Dec 28 it will race 
around the sun, then put on its greatest 
brilliance promised between Jan 
IO 
and 15, when the moon is down. 
Kohoutek will pass within 13 million 
miles of the sun, and be 75 million miles 
from the earth 
For scientists around the world, it 
will be the most studied, most-observed 
comet in history, using a huge array of 
techniques. Three Americans aboard 
the Skylab spaceship will have a 
grandstand seat, and plan to use it well. 
Comets can provide a look back into 
time, to the birth of the solar system. 
Our sun is just one star in a collection of 
2(H) billion stars forming just one 
galaxy or family, the Milky Way. There 
are 
billions 
of 
other 
families 
or 
galaxies of stars. 
There is a chance a comet could be a 
captured visitor from another star or 
solar system. If so, it might be com­ 
posed of different building blocks than 
our own solar system. 
As Marsden explains: Some of our 


comets may be so far away from the 
sun, almost hallway to the nearest 
other star, that they become tugged 
away by the gravitational attraction of 
a passing star Off they go to join that 
star family, or else to wander forever 
in space. 
Or our solar system may seduce or 
attract comets at the fringes of a 
passing star, with one, or more in time, 
hurled into path to say “ hello" to earth 
Be that as it may, some of our own 
comets fly in orbits bringing them on 
regular visits, like Hailey's once every 
76 years, and Comet Fncke once every 
three and one-third years 
others may occasionally be tugged 
upon by Jupiter or other bodies so their 
lazy, distant [laths are changed and 
they are pulled in by the sun's massive 
gravity. Comets farthest from the sun 
may travel normally as slowly as one 
mile an hour, and be frigid little bodies 
as cold as 4(H) degrees Indow zero, 
Fahrenheit When the sun invites them, 
they speed up, and Kohoutek will be 
zipping along at 250,(HH) miles per hour 
when it swings around the sun, to re­ 
turn to where? 
No one knows where. Nor, just yet 
anyhow, when it may return, if ever. 
One early estimate is 75,(HH) years. So 
far as recorded history knows, this is 
Kohoutek’s first visit. 
The blazing sun is the probe to learn 
what comets are made of, by melting 
their frozen gases and ice. freeing their 
tiny dust particle, shining light on them 
all. Various instruments— like the 
spectrograph which analyzes chemical 
constituents by the light waves they 
reflect 
then reveal secrets. 
Comets are an interesting chemical 
mix. Some 15 kinds of atomic particles 
have been detected, including oxygen, 
nitrogen, carbon, iron, nickel, potas­ 
sium, 
sodium, 
magnesium. 
The 
nucleus of a comet is thought to contain 
water, ammonia and methane, and 
perhaps more complex molecules. 


A number of observed "broken” 
molecules like three atoms ot carbon, 
bound together, are thought to be the 
“ daughters" of original or “ parent" 
chemicals 
in 
the 
nucleus 
The 
daughters could be formed by bom 
bardment from atomic particles in the 
solar “ wind" 
streaming constantly 
from the sun One major target with 
Kohoutek will Im* to try to identify the 
"parent" molecules. 
Quite spectacular, but invisible to the 
human eye, is a huge halo of hydrogen 
gas around the comet’s head This was 
detected three years ago 
when a 
camera tuned to ultraviolet 
light 
photographed comet Bennett from an 
orbiting solar observatory. The hydro 
gen halo, from melted ices, was about 
IO million miles in width 
By current theory, when the original 
massive dust cloud began collapsing, 
much of its substance became the sun, 
composed mostly of hydrogen It began 
burning, turning hydrogen into helium, 
releasing light and heat and other 
radiation. 
Inner planets, like €*arth, got a higher 
share of heavier elements in the dust 
cloud, including iron and silicates, 
while gases were mostly lost or burned 
off. Heat and pressure produced many 
of the elements known on earth. 
Outer planets, like massive Jupiter, 
were made more of gases, mainly 
hydrogen. But Jupiter didn’t “ ignite” 
to become a star. It is regarded by 
some as a stillborn star. 
Not all experts agree that comets are 
leftover stuff. A W O. Cameron of the 
Smithsonian thinks they are accretions 
from dust clouds in space between 
stars, for example. 
The mass of a really small comet 
may be one million tons, says Marsden, 
with an average one having a mass or 
weight of one billion tons. Kohoutek 
may be some billions of tons in mass. 
This would be its solid core or 
nucleus. The “ coma" part of it, corn­ 


ic e d of liberated gases and dust 
coming from the nucleus, can measure 
r»(),(MH) miles across, or more, and the 
coma and nucleus are together known 
as the head of the comet. 
A comet loses prodigious amounts of 
itself when it flirts with the sun. Comet 
Bennett was losing IO tons per second 
while near the sun, Dr. Whipple says 
All in all. it lost perhaps about KH) 
million tons of its substance Kohoutek 
may lose far more 
Comets spin, like the earth, and 
expose all sides to the sun 
Ila1 lost 
weight can bi* one yard to lo yards off 
its original surface or dimension 
The comet 
tail can stretch out 
millions ol miles, composed ut gases 
and dust particles. Hailey’s comet on 
last visit in IOU) bad a respectable fMi 
million mile tail. Kohoutek may stir 
pass it 
This tail is pushed away by the 
pressure of light and wind from the sun. 
so it is behind the comet approaching 
the sun and will run ahead of the comet 
when leaving the sun on its celestial 
journey. 
Bright and visible as it may be, the 
comet tail is astonishingly sparse in 
density As one astronomer has said,

SEA T T LE (A P) — That Christmas 
tree you picked out at the local market 
could be stolen property. 


While most Christmas tree sales are 
legitimate, authorities say black 
market tree rustlers denude large 


areas of forest plantations this time of 
year. 


The 
U.S. 
Forest 
Service 
said 
Snoqualmie National Forest, one of the 
more accessible forests in the Pacific 
Northwest, lost about SOO 15-year-old 
firs last year 


A spokesman said that represents an 
immediate cost of $1,500 to taxpayers. 
That figure goes much higher when the 
cost of replacing the trees and the 
years of growth lost are considered. 


Clyde Kau, who patrols the White 
River Hanger District in the forest. 
said no one is sure how many trees are 
taken annually from federal, state* and 
private lands. 


He said many tree rustlers board up 
the back of trucks and pickups to shield 
the trees from prying eyes and (nit iii a 
hard night’s work that can net them up 
to $200 or $300 and nu it parts of a 
plantation 


The small fir trees bring $2.50 to $3 
per foot on the retail Christmas tree 
market.

The crafty and sometimes crusty 
veteran of 39 coaching seasons settled 
an old debt Sunday to take a familiar 
toe hold at the top of the National Foot­ 
ball League. 


Brown's Cincinnati Bengals swept 
past arch-rival Cleveland 34-17 to move 
into the driver’s seat in the torrid 
Central Division race of the American 
Conference. 


The victory left the Bengals, now 9-4, 
needing only a season-ending triumph 
over last place Houston Sunday for a 
second division title in six years 
And it ended a chafing three-year 
losing streak to the team that once fired 
him. 


“ I ll keep this one with feeling,’’ said 
Brown after the Bengals presented him 
with one of the two game balls. 
I tie old coach couldn’t be happier,” 
beamed the 65-year-old Brown. 
If was the second straight week his 
young club has engineered a resoun­ 
ding victory over another N F L power. 
Last week Cincinnati 
handed 
Min­ 
nesota its first shutout in ll seasons. 
Sunday the Bengals again bulled past 
one of the top defensive clubs in pro 
football. The 34 points represented the 
second highest total scored against 
Cleveland in six seasons. 
The Browns, now 7-4-2, fell to third, 
their playoff hopes dimmed. 
I his was the big one,” said Brown 
after excitedly leading the team off the 
field, jum ping 
and 
trium phantly 
waving a fist. “ And the young men 
were prepared for it.” 
Leading the bold charge was third- 
year quarterback 
Ken Anderson. 
rookie receiver Isaac Curtis and a 
supporting cast averaging about 26 
years in age. 
Anderson, in perhaps his finest pro 
effort, riddled the Browns’ secondary 
for touchdown passes of 9, 70 and 20 
yards to Curtis, Cincinnati’s No. I draft 
choice. 
And when Cleveland roared back 
from a 24-3 deficit to close within seven 
points, Anderson’s poised play directed 


the Bengals on a crucial 71-yard touch­ 
down drive to preserve the vital vic­ 
tory. 
Cincinnati would claim the division 
title over 
Pittsburgh 
because both 
clubs are even in each of the deciding 
categories except points against each 
other. The Bengals hold a six-point 
advantage due to a 19-7 home victory 
over the Steelers. Pittsburgh won the 
other game 20-14. 
The victory was Cincinnati’s fifth 
straight, reminiscent of 1970 when the 
Bengals rallied from a 1-6 start to claim 
the title with a string of seven straight 
wins. 
“ But this is a more capable club,” 
said Brown. 
Curtis, a world-class sprinter from 
San Diego State, finished with five 
catches for 117 yards to earn the other 
game ball. 
“ It was the best game of my whole 
life,” said the quiet Californian, whose 
brilliant 
catches overshadowed 
the 
backfield bids by Essex Johnson and 
rookie Charles “ Boobie” Clark to at­ 
tain 1,000-yards each. 
Johnson’s 91 yards boosted him to a 
career-high 965. Clark, the 302nd player 
tabbed in the N F L draft, has 931. 
Clark joined elite company when he 
cracked 
the 
900-yard 
plateau. 
Baltimore's Alan Ameche had 961 in 
1955 and Jim Brown of Cleveland had 
942 in their rookie seasons. 
A runaway choice for rookie of the 
year, Clark is seeking to become only 
the fifth rookie in N F L history to gain 
1,000 yards. 
“ They controlled the ball,” said 
Browns’ Coach Nick Skorich.

India, Bangladesh and Nepal

sweeping measures to protect 
the tiger from hunters. 


IN ADDITION, the United 
States and United Kingdom 
have forbidden the import of 
tiger skins, 
and

trade 
federation has called upon its 
members in 23 countries to 
stop processing the pelts. 
Impressive

however, these measures can 
only be seen in a light of 
desperation. One of the eight 
sub-species of tiger, the Bali, 
is already presumed extinct, 
and several other sub-species 
appear to be beyond salvation.

Forquet, playing with Garozzo for 
Italy, opened as dealer with a spade — 
consistent with the Italian style of 
bidding the shorter of two long suits 
first. Kreyns, playing with Slavenburg, 
quickly got to four hearts on the

sequence shown and West led a spade. 
Kreyns promptly discarded both of 
his diamond losers on the A K of 
spades Eventually he lost a heart and 
a club and wound up making five for a 
score of 450 points. 
At the second table, where Pabis 
Ticci and d-Alelio were North-South for 
Italy, the bidding followed an entirely 
different pattern and the outcome was 
likewise different.

The three club bid by d’Alelio con­ 
ventionally indicated a two-suited hand 
with hearts and clubs, which explains 
Pabis Ticci’s odd-looking four-heart bid 
on a three-card suit. 
The defense against four hearts was 
of a sensational order. Blitzblum (East, 
playing with DeLeeuw) led the ace of 
clubs and shifted at trick two to the four 
of diamonds! 
DeLeeuw won the diamond with the 
jack and returned a club at trick three 
— since East’s club lead, on the bid­ 
ding, clearly marked him with the 
singleton ace. 
Blitzblum ruffed the club return and 
his partner eventually scored the ace of 
trumps to put the contract down one. 
The Dutch team thus gained 500 points 
on the deal.

No Vagueness About Pneumonia 


When a person says he had “ walking 
pneumonia,” what does that mean? 
Miss H W., Mich. 
Dear Miss VV.: 
When doctors take the history of a 
new patient they frequently hear the 
statement, 
‘‘I 
had 
walking 
pneumonia.” There is no actual 
physical condition that is described 
scientifically by that statement. 
One must assume that it means that a 
person might have been 
“ walking 
around” with a cough that later was 
attributed to a small unrecognized 
patch of pneumonia. Some people may 
neglect a persistent cough, only to find 
that a patch of viral pneumonia existed 
and was not treated. 
Doctors also hear another expression 
that is confusing from a medical point 
of view. Some patients will say, “ I was 
very sick and almost had pneumonia,” 
or, “ I had a touch of pneumonia.” 
Pneumonia is a very real and very 
specific condition of the lungs. When it 
is present, a firm patch replaces the 
normal aeration of the lungs. The 
condition is readily diagnosed with the 
use of the stethoscope or by X-ray. 
There is no speculation about it when 
it really exists.

Dear Mrs. I. 
When it was first reported that some 
color television tubes transmitted 
small amounts of radiation, the United 
States Health Services carefully in­ 
vestigated 
this 
possibility. 
In 
cooperation with manufacturer and 
consumer groups, the danger has been 
eliminated. 
I do believe that before a set is 
purchased, this question should be 
specifically asked by the consumer, 
and specifically 
answered 
by 
the 
manufacturer. 
If radiation of any kind exists within 
acceptable limits established by health 
agencies, it can be assumed that safety 
is not violated. 
I cannot help add a parenthetical 
note about the dangers of exposing 
young 
television 
viewers 
to 
unrestrained violence, aggression, and 
hostility. It is comforting to know that 
more and more responsible 
broad 
casters are recognizing how valuable 
their medium is, and what a profound 
impact it can make on the emotional 
and intellectual growth of its young 
viewers.

It is established that excessive noise,

Exposure to ultra high 
frequency sounds can, after a number 
of years, cause changes in the nerve 
cells of the inner ear. 
You must remember there is a slight 
normal loss in the intensity of hearing 
in the older age groups. 
Examination by an ear specialist 
may bring recommendations for im­ 
proving your hearing with a hearing 
aid.

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Skylab crew takes day off; 
gyro continues as problem 


SPA CE C EN TER, Houston (A P) 
The Skylab 3 astronauts took a day off 
from their orbital chores today 
Gerald P (’arr, William It. Pogue 
and Edward G Gibson planned to sleep 
late and scheduled some sun viewing 
with Sky lab's telescopes, a brief 
maneuver to photograph the comet 
Kohoutek and some housekeeping 
chores But tor the hulk of the day they 
were free to do what they pleased 
They have books and music on board, 
and it was expected they would take 
their weekly showers Gibson, a solar 
physicist, hinted he might spend some 
ol his spare tune at the telescopes. 
This was the third day scheduled as 
an oil day during the mission But the 
lu st two were packed with experiments 
and repair chores as the spacemen 
sought to make up some lost time. 
They were in the 25th day of the 


Mission Control continued to monitoi 
the condition Of one of two surviving 
gyroscopes aboard the 85 ton spa< e 
station It bas exhibited three instances 
of erratic behavior in the last two 
weeks, drawing an increased power 
load at the same time its spinning 
wheel slows .slightly 
These are 
the same 
symptoms 
displayed by another gyro about a 
month before it failed two weeks ago 
because of a bad bearing. 
The astronauts and the ground can 
control the position of the station witli

BELFA ST, Northern Ireland (AIM 
Hardline Protestants in Northern 
Ireland vowed today to wreck an at­ 
tempt to bring the two Irelands closer 
together. 
A new Council of Ireland would bring 
the governments of Protestant Nor­ 
thern 
Ireland and the 
Catholic- 
dominated Irish Republic together for 
the first time to work toward a political 
partnership. 
The militant Protestants accused 
Brian Faulkner, moderate leader of 
Northern Ireland’s Protestant Unionist 
Party, of jeopardizing the province’s 
ties to 
Britain 
by joining in the 
agreement. It was reached Sunday 
night after four days of negotiations at 
a country mansion west of London. 
John Taylor, a member of Faulkner’s 
party, said the council was the first 
step toward the reunification of Ire­ 
land. The two leaders of the hardliners, 
the Rev. 
Jan Paisley and William 
Craig, said they would hold nightly 
meetings to rally opposition to the 
agreement. 
A group of Unionists said they would 
try to oust Faulkner from the leader­ 
ship of the party. 
Meanwhile, the men from London, 
Dublin and Belfast who forged the 
agreement 
expressed hope that 
it 
would help end the communal warfare 
in Northern Ireland in which at least 
917 have died since 1969. 
British Prim e Minister Edward 
Heath said the way was now clear for 
the 
British 
government 
to 
return 
Northern 
Ireland to home 
rule, 
relinquishing the direct rule London 
assumed in 
March 
1972. 
Moderate 
Protestant and Roman Catholic pol­ 
iticians have agreed to form a coalition 
government for the first time, and this 
is expected to take over early in the 
new year. 


Tobacco sale s rise 


LO U ISV ILLE, Ky. (AP) — Burley 
tobacco sales entered their third week 
today against a background of higher 
volume and soaring prices that showed 
a slight leveling trend by the end of the 
second week on Kentucky markets. 


MIAMI (A P) 
"Why does God hate 
m e?" Alan McDonald asked from his 
hospital bed 
"When the gunpowder went off, I 
couldn’t believe it," he said ‘‘I just 
couldn’t believe it. I said, ‘No, God 
couldn’t do this to me again.'" 
McDonald, 23, lay in serious con­ 
dition in the burn ward of Miami’s 
Jackson Memorial Hospital, severely 
burned for the second time in his life. 


In February 1960, McDonald was 
doused with flaming gasoline by a 
playmate. He was massively burned 
and disf igured. It took skin grafts from 


an older brother and years of plastic 
surgery to restore his charred body. 
Last week, on an Everglades hunting 
trip with friends, McDonald was 
squatting over a bowl of gunpowder 
near a smouldering campfire, making 
bullets to save money. 


The fire suddenly popped. A spark 
ignited the gunpowder. 
“ I didn’t realize what had happened 
at first," he recounted. "And then I 
heard that sound from 13 years ago. I 
was burning I rolled to put the fire out 
and I thought, ‘Oh God, not again.' 


His companions helped quench the 
fire and struggled with him to the 
nearest road, where a passing Florida 
trooper called an ambulance. 


“ lf my friends hadn’t been there, I 
would have jumped into a canal with a 
rock around my neck,” McDonald said 


Bonnie McDonald, who had met her 
husband-to-be in high school and fell in 
love with him before surgeons had 
completed the restoration of his face, 
said fate seemed to haunt him. 
"Alan was really looking good after 
all those years and now this," she said. 
“ Man, it just isn t fair."

Big firms control energy

WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
20 largest oil companies control almost 
95 per cent of the country’s known oil 
reserves and dom inate shares of all 
known alternative fuels, an Associated 
P ress study shows.

diminishing competition among the oil 
giants with an eye to defining oil 
com pany holdings in other fuels. 
The AP study showed that the large 
oil companies also own: 
—More than 70 per cent of the U S. 
natural gas supply. 
—Between 30 and 60 per cent of the 
nation’s coal. 
—More than 50 per cent of the 
uranium supply used in nuclear power 
generation. 
—Virtually all of the oil shale lands 
currently under private ownership. 
While the large oil com panies have 
never m ade a secret of their diver­

Gasoline cut 
to be costly 
for states 


W'ASHINGTON

Federal 
efforts to cut gasoline consumption by 
rationing or taxation could cost the 
states $2 billion a year in lost revenues. 
Such a loss could force states to cut 
back se rv ic e s an d abandon con ­ 
struction of hospitals, schools and high­ 
ways, state officials have told the 
Senate Government Operations Com­ 
mittee. 
The Nixon adm inistration aim s to cut 
gasoline consumption by 30 per cent, 
either by rationing or by raising the 
federal tax, perhaps by as much as 30 
or 40 cents a gallon. 
A decision on what route to follow will 
be m ade this month, federal officials 
say. 
But since every state has its own 
gasoline tax, ranging from 5 to 8.5 cents 
per gallon, a 30 per cent cut in con­ 
sumption would result in a sim ilar 
reduction in state tax revenues. 
In 1970 the 50 states took in $6.3 billion 
in motor-fuel taxes, a figure that has 
risen in the last three years because of 
increased driving and higher taxes in 
some states. 
In m any states these tax collections 
a re funneled into the general fund, 
which 
finances 
education, 
welfare, 
health and 
other 
programs. 
Some 
states share the gasoline tax with cities 
and counties.* — • *,«•.» 
«. 
In every state, the gasoline tax is a 
m ajor revenue source. In California, 
for example, the motor fuel tax brought 
in $672.4 million in 1970; New York took 
in $374.8 million. At the bottom of the 
list, Alaska collected $10.4 million. 
A 30 per cent cut in gasoline con­ 
sumption would cost Tennessee, for 
instance, $39 million a year; Florida 
$67.6 m illion; M a ss a c h u s e tts $40.7 
million; Oregon $19.4 million; Illinois 
$93.9 million, Wisconsin $39.2 million, 
and the District 
of Columbia 
$4.9 
million. 
In addition, say aides to the Senate 
committee, there is the inestimable tax 
loss that states would suffer should 
tough energy-conservation program s 
bring on a recession, as some econo­ 
mists predict. 
The anticipated loss in tax revenues 
because of higher federal 
gasoline 
levies could be offset by turning over 
part of the tax to the states or by rais­ 
ing state taxes.

Untapped energy potential 


It was a moment of no small 
historic importance when Interior 
S ecretary Rogers C B. Morton 
approved the opening of the West’s 
huge oil shale deposits for ex­ 
ploitation. 
For 
various 
reasons, 
notably including the potential for 
damage to the environment, the 
shale oil has been a subject of 
controversy for many years. Now 
the energy crisis has emboldened 
the government to take this action, 
and the environmentalists seem 
unlikely to get very far in attempts 
to stop it. 
Our point is not that the shale oil 
should remain untapped. There can 
be 
little doubt 
that 
these vast 
reserves of fossil fuel will have to be 
utilized, whether or not under the 
rubric of energy independence. The 
nation’s energy needs will command 
exploitation of all our resources. 
But it is of interest, in a depressing 
sort of way, that whereas there is 
much talk of expanding fossil fuel 


production - opening new oil fields, 
extracting oil from shale, converting 
coal to oil by pyrolysis - little is 
heard about two other promising 
sources of energy. These are 
sunlight and wind. They are clean 
and abundant, potentially the an­ 
swer to much of our energy problem. 
Yet neither government nor industry 
shows any sign of launching a large- 
scale attempt 
to 
develop 
these 
sources of power. 
Quite a bit has been written about 
means of utilizing the energy poured 
down upon the earth daily by the 
sun. 
Less has been said about 
windpower, which in a sense is 
another aspect of solar energy. 
Consider windpower, then. Prof. 
William 
Heronem us 
of 
the 
U niversity of M assachusetts, a 
specialist in the field, estimates that 
harnessing the wind could 
supply 
electricity in significant amounts 
within four years. This must be 
compared with Morton’s estimate 


that large-scale shale oil production 
cannot be expected until perhaps 
1988 or even later. 
Last 
October 
Professor 
H eronem us 
proposed 
to 
the 
Wisconsin State Senate a windpower 
system for that state. He envisioned 
a complex of large and small units, 


including some that would float on 
Lake Michigan or Superior. He said 
the smaller ones could be placed “ in 
pastures or even tilled fields, their 
space requirement at ground level 


making almost no demand upon the 
primary use of the land.” And he 
estimated that such a system could 
provide all the projected growth in 
electricity demand to 1990 in the 
eastern 60 per cent of Wisconsin. 
This cannot be taken for gospel; a 
layman cannot pass judgment. But it 
is evident that there are possibilities 
which ought to be vigorously ex­ 
plored with the idea of putting them 
to use on a national seek.

In cutting oil shipments to America 
the Arabs have done us an inadvertent 
favor: they have forced us to con­ 
template the fact 
that our entire 
economy has become over-aged, over­ 
regulated, and caught in a score of 
vicious circles that threaten to turn an 
immediate crisis 
into a long-term 
depression. 
The news from Dallas, Tex., which 
tells us of the oil drilling contractors' 
complaints that they can’t purchase 
drilling rigs simply because more than 
1,500 rigs were scrapped or can­ 
nibalized for parts during the years 
when prices on new oil were held down, 
is merely the tip of a huge iceberg. 
Orders for new drill pipes can’t be 
filled because of a world wide shortage 
of tubular steel. The steel used for pipe 
that used to be imported from West 
G erm any 
and 
Ja p a n 
now 
goes 
elsew here, w here the profits are 
higher. 
Even if we had more domestic oil to 
go to electrical generating plants, it 
would not immediately result in power 
to make new drilling equipment. Our 
existing oil refiners and steel mills 
need new energy to expand capacity 
before they can take on new jobs. How 
are we to get extra electricity if we lack 
electrical energy now to refine the oil 
needed to generate new sources of 
power? Which came first, the chicken 
or the egg? 


Bernard Falk, the president of the 
National 
E lectric 
M anufacturers 
Association, has recently reported a 
critical scarcity of a special high-grade 
oil used in transformers. How, he asks, 
can the utilities distribute electricity to 
manufacturers if the supply of tran­ 
sformer oil keeps on dwindling? 


TO COMPLICATE matters, most of 
the 
m achine 
tools 
now 
in 
use 
throughout America are fast becoming 
obsolete. The recent survey of the 
machine tool industry, conducted for 
the McGraw-Hill Co. by the American 
Machinist magazine, showed that only 
some 33 per cent of the machine tools in 
the U.S. are less than IO years old. 
This is the worst record of any of the 
great industrial powers. In Canada, 40 
per cent of the machine tools are less 
than IO years old; in Britain, the figure 
is 42 per cent; in Italy, it is 49 per cent; 
in West Germany and Japan it is 63. 
When the U.S. lags behind Britain, 
long the most decrepit of the industrial 
powers, it means that a real house 
cleaning is in order. Out-dated machine 
tools lose both accuracy and produc­ 
tivity, and when they are allied with 
high labor costs the trouble is com­ 
pounded. 


A WORD EDGEWISE 
Back to Dulles? 


THE 
IRONY is 
that 
the office 
machinery industry has the newest 
machine tools. This helps us to be more 


efficient in keeping records, but it does 
not help to improve the records of our 
truly basic manufacturing companies. 
The two industries that have the most 
antiquated machine tools happen to be 


the farm equipment producers and the 
special industry machinery producers. 
Some 40 per cent of the machine tools 
now used to make special equipment 
are more than 20 years old. 


The auto industry has been one of the 
more progressive in a laggard country. 
It now has 210,000 machine tools 
compared with the 166,000 of 1968. It 
has also begun to use numerically 
controlled machines in its plants at an 
accelerating rate. 


Unfortunately a lot of the 
new 
autom otive 
m achine 
tools 
w ere 
designed to make the big gas-guzzling 
cars that are now choking the market. 
So even our most progressive tran­ 
sportation industry is stuck with a 
problem of adaptation. 


We’ve got to begin all over again, 
rebuilding the U.S. industrial machine 
from the bottom up. It’s a sobering 
thought. The Arabs have exacerbated 
our troubles, but even without King 
Faisal 
of Saudi 
Arabia 
we 
were 
destined to wind up behind a very large 
eight-ball. How to get out of our jam 
will still be a problem even 
a problem even if Saudi 
Arabia lets the oil shipments resume.

The nice thing about dancing on the 
brink of nuclear war is that so long as 
deterrence deters, there is no blood on 
the television screens. Conversely one 
can assume that if deterrence fails and 
a nuclear exchange follows, there will 
be no screens on which to view the 
consequences. 
This was the charge many of us made 
against Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’ policy of “massive retaliation” 
back in the 1950s: 
resurrection, 
I 
suggested at the time, would be a 
precondition 
for retaliation. 
But 
nuclear deterrence does have that nice 
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anti-septic quality about it. Unlike the 
war in Vietnam, it is an abstraction, 
and the kind of abstraction that most 
people understandably hide under the 
carpet. 
Under P residents Kennedy and 
Johnson the United States moved from 
“ m assive re ta lia tio n ,’’ the Dulles 
concept that you set a trip wire across, 
say, Europe and if it is tripped, let fly 
-with atomic weapons, and developed 
the doctrine of flexible response. This 
involved a vast build-up of conventional 
forces so that, in an emergency, the 
President would not be faced with the 
options of nuking or running. 
Some esoteric Pentagon planners 
even had it worked out at the “two and 
a half w ar” level, that is, budgeting 
was based on the worst case assump­ 
tion that we had simultaneously to fight 
two and a half wars below the nuclear 
threshold. (I never got an adequate 
definition of a “half-war.” ) 


ALAS, “ flexible re sp o n se ’’ was 
wrecked on the Vietnam reef, though 
for reasons that had little relevance to 
its intrinsic merits. Indeed, I would say 
that the problem in Vietnam was that 
the military had an inflexible response. 
Every time you asked them what their 
plans were, they simply said “more of 
the sam e.’ 
But that is a separate 
dispute. 
The hard reality is that the American 
people did not want to fight a brush fire

war off at the end of the world for no 
discernible reason. Since the Johnson 
Administration 
failed miserably 
in 
explaining what the war was all about, 
the average citizen reverted to that 
isolationist strain which has never been 
far from the surface of our national 
character — and signed off. 
Entering office with a shrewd per­ 
ception of this withdrawal syndrome, 
President Nixon moved rapidly to get 
American blood off the TV screens: he 
pulled out our combat units. 
Sub­ 
sequently he dropped the draft and 
endorsed a volunteer army. 
This had the anticipated impact: it 
broke 
the 
back 
of 
the 
anti-war 
movement in domestic politics. But it 
also left the President with 
limited 
freedom of maneuver. 
In May, 1969 a “Time”-Harris poll 
vividly emphasized his predicament. 
Queried on their willingness to commit 
American military forces to help repel 
a Communist military invasion in a 
number of locations, a majority could 
only be mustered 
for Canada and 
Mexico! 


AMERICANS want their President to 
be tough, then, but they don’t want him 
to get any Americans killed. So what 
does he do when intelligence indicates 
that — at the height of the Middle East 
war 
the Soviets have mobilized their 
seven 
airborne divisions in 
key 
locations and are warming up the big 
transports? 
Decide they are going to the Crimea 
for a vacation? Alert our two airborne 
divisions? Call on NATO for back-up 
m ilitary support when 
NATO 
is 
pretending that the Middle East is on 
another planet? 
No, 
he 
reverts 
to 
the 
Dulles 
philosophy, issues an alert to our 
forces, and presumably breaks out the 
lock^odes on nuclear weapons. 
Fortunately nothing happened, but it 
is clear that our strategic thinking is 
increasingly emphasizing the primacy 
of nuclear response. 


This is reinforced by two divergent 
factors: first, it can justify a force pull 
back from Europe and make Mike 
Mansfield happy 
Second, it fits in 
neatly with the current thinking of O S ­ 
NATO associates, who believe that the 
Soviets would overrun Western Europe 
in 3 to 7 days rn a conventional war, and 
who have 
in effect 
proposed that 
we eliminate the distinction between 
tactical and strategic use of nuclear 
arms. This is designed to insure that 
the superpowers don’t 
limit 
their 
fighting to the battlefield, but go tor 
each other’s heartland. More subtly, it 
is an effort to keep us from welshing, 
from making a private deal over the 
heads of the other states. 


Any way you look at it, the Dulles 
doctrine is bad news, I once knew two 
boys 
who 
were 
killed 
playing 
chicken 
Each was convinced the 
other would swerve. Here we are 
< oncerned with the fate, not of two boys 
but of humanity.

The degree of reticence increased 
with the age difference span to the 
point that those with the larger dif­ 
ferences usually had unlisted telephone 
numbers.

“Age has been a fallacy all these 
years.”

To a couple, the muturity of the men 
and the youthfulness of the women 
were cited as contributing factors to 
the relationship. 
Mrs. Gerald Clark, who describes 
herself as ‘‘a little, bitty lady and even a 
grandmother,” says that she was self­ 
conscious about the 10-year age dif­ 
ference between her and her 6-foot, 200- 
pound husband until she realized “the 
20-year-old is much more mature than 
the 40-year old I lived with for 13 
years.” 
Professionals indicated the same 
“maturity-youthfulness” responses in 
counseling with similar couples. 
“Women tell me these men in their 
early 20s are so mature, and I don’t 
understand it,” reported Dr. Margaret 
Colton, a clinical social worker who has 
been in private practice for 12 years 
and has had 25 years of agency 
background. 
“M y guess is — and this is just an 
impression — that the women in a 
sense are nurturing the men to greater 
sexual adequacy.” 
But Dr. Colton agrees that the value 
placed on age has not been valid. She

December-May wedding 
no rarity for women

Am erica’s Sweetheart, M ary Pickford 
married Buddy Rodgers, a man ii 
years younger than she? 
Even those who have forgotten the 
name of the President in 1937 probably 
will recall that event. 
Since 1796 — when Napoleon married 
Josephine, a woman six years his 
senior — to the current-day alliances of 
Merle 
Oberon, 
56, 
with 
Robert 
Welders, 37, and Dinah Shore, 53, with 
Burt Reynolds, 38, mankind has ex­ 
pressed surprise, interest and, often, 
disapproval at such matches. 
It has been customary for a man to be 
older than his bride and, sensible or 
not, society has expected people to 
comply. 
Today is different. 
Public figures involved are being 
quite open about their December-May 
arrangements. 
Celebrities included in a recent rash 
of weddings and affairs, in which the 
woman is older, have differed from 
counterparts of the past notably in the 
sense of liberation; they are quick to 
admit the relationship and they speak 
with candor. 
Sam Warner Hiatt, of the Warner 
Bros. Studio family, is none years 
younger than singer-comedienne Kaye 
Stevens, the woman he says he loves. 
“The difference in our ages doesn’t 
bother me a bit . . .She’s really the 
prime force in my life.” 
Dinah Shore and Burt Reynolds said, 
“We knew from the first day we met.” 
He added that he had to fight his way 
through 40 men to get to Dianah. 
“The magic of our love is that there 
isn’t a girl alive who wouldn’t want 
him,” she said, and he reciprocated: 
“There isn’t a man alive who wouldn’t 
want her.” 
Other examples include the May 
wedding of Odile Rodin, 36, widow of 
the late playboy Porfirio Rubirosa, to 
Paulo 
Roberto Marinho, 
22; 
Sybil 
Burton’s marriage in 1965 to Jordan 
Christopher, 12 years her junior; and 
the late Alexandros Onassis’ love affair 
with older British model, Fiona Von 
Thyssen, for whom various ages have 
been reported with up to 25 years dif­ 
ference. 
Without doubt, women’s lib and the 
human behavioral experts who have 
been quoted as saying, “It is better for 
women to marry younger men,” have 
reinforced 
their* decisions 
and 
enhanced their freedom in publicly 
expressing their feelings. 
And it is great publicity. 
But what about the average citizen 
who has no need of publicity? 
Do women marry younger men, 
some so much so that it would be a 
mother-son relationship? 
Perusal of marriage applications 
filed in Cuyahoga County showed that 
the December-May situation is much 
m ore com m on than most people 
believe, especially in the category of 
one-to-eight years differential. 
Out of 2,400 marriage applications, 
chosen at random earlier this year, 350 
women were one to eight years older ; 
22, nine to 20 years older. 
The same check of 1,800 marriage 
records of five to six years ago showed 
167 women in the one-to-eight-years 
older bracket and 17 with nine to 14 
years difference. None were higher in 
that sampling. 
Not one of the interviewed couples 
lied about age, at least not to each 
other, they reported. But many were 
reluctant to talk to a reporter unless

T h ere is a ch an ce a com et could be a 
ca p tu re d visitor from another sta r or 
solar sy stem . If so, it m ight be co m ­ 
posed of different building blocks than 
our own so la r system . 
As M arsden explains: Some of our 


co m ets m a y be so far a w a y from the 
sun. alm ost halfw ay to the n ea rest 
o th er star, that they b ecom e tugged 
aw a y by the g rav itatio n al a ttra c tio n of 
a passing sta r. Off they go to join that 
s ta r fam ily, or else to w ander fo rev er 
in space. 
Or our solar system m a y se d u ce or 
a ttra c t com ets at the fringes of a 
passing star, with one, or m o re in tim e, 
hurled into path to say “ hello” to e a rth . 
Be that as it m ay, som e of our own 
co m ets fly in orbits bringing th e m on 
re g u la r visits, like H ailey’s once ev e ry 
78 y ears, and com et E ncke once ev ery 
th ree and one-third years.

and larger families, will continue to Ire 
an im p o rta n t com ponent of total 
passenger car sales 
“ We also anticipate that the trend 
toward multiple c a r ownership will 
accelerate in the years ahead. While 80 
per cent of American households now 
own a car, only 31 per cent own m ore 
than one. 
"There is every reason to expect that 
families increasingly will find use for a 
sm aller car to supplement the regular 
car 
Paralleling this trend will be a 
greater dem and for special purpose 
trucks 
designed 
to 
serve 
specific 
transportation needs with maximum 
efficiency.” 
Such confidence in the midst of the 
general doubts now assailing everyone 
will probably be welcomed by most 
Americans, despite their particular 
environmental views.

from forest 


SEATTLE (AP) - That Christmas 
tree you picked out at the local m arket 
could be stolen property. 


While most Christm as tree sales are 
le g itim a te , a u th o ritie s say 
black 
m arket tree rustlers denude large 


areas of forest plantations this time of 
year. 


T he 
U.S. 
F o re s t 
Service 
said 
Snoqualmie National Forest, one of the 
more accessible forests in the Pacific 
Northwest, lost about 500 15-year-old 
firs last year. 


A spokesman said that represents an 
im m ediate cost of $1,500 to taxpayers. 
That figure goes m uch higher when the 
cost of replacing the trees and the 
years of growth lost are considered. 


Clyde Rau, who patrols the White 
River Ranger D istrict in the forest, 
said no one is sure how many trees are 
taken annually from federal, state and 
private lands. 


He said m any tree rustlers board up 
the back of trucks and pickups to shield 
the trees from prying eyes and put in a 
hard night’s work that can net them up 
to $200 or $300 and ruin parts of a 
plantation. 


The small fir trees bring $2.50 to $3 
per foot on the retail Christmas tree 
m arket. 


Rau said law officials just kept the 
illegal cutting in check

much land, th ere’s no way to stop all of 
it.

SAIGON (AP) — South Vietnamese 
infantrymen pushed into the contested 
town of Kien Due in the lower central 
highlands today in their battle to retake 
the district capital, field headquarters 
here announced.

North Vietnamese artillery was said 
to be zeroed in on them from high 
ground to the north and south, and 
fresh Communist troops were said to be 
massing to the south with up to 20 
tanks, reports said.

miles to the east, was mined and North 
Vietnamese troops were lying in am­ 
bush along the last kilometer, the 
reports said. 
An announcement from the 23rd 
Infantry Division said 40 North Viet­ 
namese troops were killed in today’s 
push and four Soviet-built T54 medium 
tanks were destroyed—-two inside the 
town and two on the outskirts.

Brown's Cincinnati Bengals swept 
past arch-rival Cleveland 34-17 to move 
into the driver’s seat in the torrid 
Central Division race of the American 
Conference. 


The victory left the Bengals, now 9-4, 
needing only a season-ending triumph 
over last place Houston Sunday for a 
second division title in six years. 
And it ended a chafing three-year 
losing streak to the team that once fired 
him. 


“ I’ll keep this one with feeling,” said 
Brown after the Bengals presented him 
with one of the two gam e balls. 
“ I he old coach couldn’t be happier,” 
beamed the 65-year-old Brown. 
It was the second straight week his 
young club has engineered a resoun­ 
ding victory over another NFL power. 
Last week Cincinnati 
handed Min­ 
nesota its first shutout in ll seasons. 
Sunday the Bengals again bulled past 
one of the top defensive clubs in pro 
football. The 34 points represented the 
second highest total scored against 
Cleveland in six seasons. 
The Browns, now 7-4-2, fell to third, 
their playoff hopes dimmed. 
I his was the big one,” said Brown 
after excitedly leading the team off the 
field, ju m p in g 
and 
triu m p h a n tly 
waving a fist. “ And the young men 
were prepared for it.” 
Leading the bold charge was third- 
y e a r q u a rte rb a c k Ken A nderson, 
rookie receiver Isaac Curtis and a 
supporting cast averaging about 26 
years in age. 
Anderson, in perhaps his finest pro 
effort, riddled the Browns’ secondary 
for touchdown passes of 9, 70 and 20 
yards to Curtis, Cincinnati’s No. I draft 
choice. 
And when Cleveland roared back 
from a 24-3 deficit to close within seven 
points, Anderson’s poised play directed 


the Bengals on a crucial 71-yard touch­ 
down drive to preserve the vital vic­ 
tory. 
Cincinnati would claim the division 
title over Pittsburgh because both 
clubs are even in each of the deciding 
categories except points against each 
other. The Bengals hold a six-point 
advantage due to a 19-7 home victory 
over the Steelers.

ding, clearly marked him with the 
singleton ace. 
Blitzblum ruffed the club return and 
his partner eventually scored the ace of 
trumps to put the contract down one. 
The Dutch team thus gained 500 points 
on the deal.

No Vagueness About Pneumonia 


When a person says he had “walking 
pneumonia,” what does that mean? 
Miss H.W., Mich. 
Dear Miss W.: 
When doctors take the history of a 
new patient they frequently hear the 
statem ent, 
“ I 
had 
walking 
pneum onia.” There is no actual 
physical condition that is described 
scientifically by that statement. 
One must assume that it means that a 
person might have been “walking 
around” with a cough that later was 
attributed to a small unrecognized 
patch of pneumonia. Some people may 
neglect a persistent cough, only to find 
that a patch of viral pneumonia existed 
and was not treated. 
Doctors also hear another expression 
that is confusing from a medical point 
of view. Some patients will say, “I was 
very sick and almost had pneumonia,” 
or, “ I had a touch of pneumonia." 
Pneumonia is a very real and very 
specific condition of the lungs. When it 
is present, a firm patch replaces the 
normal aeration of the lungs. The 
condition is readily diagnosed with the 
use of the stethoscope or by X-ray. 
There is no speculation about it when 
it really exists.

When it was first reported that some 
color television tubes transm itted

eliminated. 
I do believe that before a set is 
purchased, this question should bt1 
specifically asked by the consumer, 
and specifically answered 
by the 
manufacturer. 
If radiation of any kind exists within 
acceptable limits established by health 
agencies, it can be assumed that safety 
is not violated. 
I cannot help add a parenthetical 
note about the dangers of exposing 
young 
television 
view ers 
to 
unrestrained violence, aggression, and 
hostility. It is comforting to know that 
more and more responsible 
broad­ 
casters are recognizing how valuable 
their medium is, and what a profound 
impact it can make on the emotional 
and intellectual growth of its young 
viewers. 


I worked for 30 years in a noisy 
factory.

responsible for the fact that my 
hearing, at the age of 70, has gotten so 
bad

Dear Mr. E.: 
It is established that excessive noise, 
especially in factories, can slowly 


dam age 
the 
delicate 
hearing 
mechanism. Exposure to ultra-high 
frequency sounds can, after a number 
of years, cause changes in the nerve 
cells of the inner ear. 
You must remember there is a slight 
normal loss in the intensity of hearing 
in the older age groups. 
Examination by an ear specialist 
may bring recommendations for im­ 
proving your hearing with a hearing 
aid.

Hardliners 
vow fight 
in Ireland 


B E L F A S T , Northern Ireland (A P) 
H ardline Protestants in Northern 
Ireland vowed today to wreck an at­ 
tempt to bring the two Irelands closer 
together. 
A new Council of Ireland would bring 
the governments of Protestant Nor­ 
thern 
Ireland 
and 
the 
Catholic- 
dominated Irish Republic together for 
the first time to work toward a political 
partnership. 
The militant 
Protestants accused 
Brian Faulkner, moderate leader of 
Northern Ireland’s Protestant Unionist 
Party, of jeopardizing the province’s 
ties 
to 
Britain 
by 
joining 
in 
the 
agreement. It was reached Sunday 
night after four days of negotiations at 
a country mansion west of London. 
John Taylor, a member of Faulkner’s 
party, said the council was the first 
step toward the reunification of Ire­ 
land. The two leaders of the hardliners, 
the Rev. 
Ian Paisley and William 
Craig, said they would hold nightly 
meetings to rally opposition to the 
agreement. 
A group of Unionists said they would 
try to oust Faulkner from the leader­ 
ship of the party. 
Meanwhile, the men from london, 
Dublin and Belfast who forged the 
agreement 
expressed 
hope 
that 
it 
would help end the communal warfare 
in Northern Ireland in which at least 
917 have died since 1969. 
British Prim e M inister Edw ard 
Heath said the way was now clear for 
the 
British 
government 
to 
return 
Northern 
Ireland 
to 
home 
rule, 
relinquishing the direct rule London 
assumed in 
March 
1972. 
Moderate 
Protestant and Roman Catholic pol­ 
iticians have agreed to form a coalition 
government for the first time, and this 
is expected to take over early in the 
new year.

SP A C E C EN T E R , Houston (AP) 
The Skylab 3 astronauts took a day off 
from their orbital chores today. 
Gerald P. Carr, William R. Pogue 
and Edward G. Gibson planned to sleep 
late and scheduled some sun-viewing 
with S k y la b ’s telescopes, a brief 
maneuver to photograph the comet 
Kohoutek and some housekeeping 
chores. But for the hulk of the day they 
were free to do what they pleased. 
They have books and music on board, 
and it was expected they would take 
their weekly showers. Gibson, a solar 
physicist, hinted he might spend some 
of his spare time at the telescopes. 
This was the third day scheduled as 
an off day during the mission. But the 
first two were packed with experiments 
and repair chores as the spacemen 
sought to make up some lost time. 
They were in the 25th day of the 
planned 84-day flight. 


Mission Control continued to monitor 
the condition of one of tw'o surviving 
gyroscopes aboard the 85-ton space 
station. It has exhibited three instances 
of erratic behavior in the last two 
weeks, drawing an increased power 
load at the same time its spinning 
wheel slows slightly. 
These 
are 
the 
same 
symptoms 
displayed by another gyro about a 
month before it failed two weeks ago 
because of a bad bearing. 
The astronauts and the ground can 
control the position of the station with 
two gyros. But if a second gyro should 
fail, the station would he impossible to 
control with one alone. 
In that case, a gas thruster system 
would take over control and hold the 
position steady. But there is only a two 
to-three week gas supply on board, so 
the flight would have to be terminated 
early if the second gyro gave out. 
'God hates me1 says man 
after 2nd round of burns 


M IA M I (AP) - ‘‘Why does God hate 
m e?” Alan McDonald asked from his 
hospital bed. 
‘‘When the gunpowder went off, I 
couldn’t believe it,” he said. ‘‘I just 
couldn’t believe it. I said, ‘No, God 
couldn’t do this to me again.’” 
McDonald, 23, lay in serious con­ 
dition in the burn ward of Miam i’s 
.Jackson Memorial Hospital, severely 
burned for the second time in his life. 


In February 1960, McDonald was 
doused with flaming gasoline by a 
playmate. He was massively burned 
and disfigured. It took skin grafts from 


an older brother and years of plastic 
surgery to restore his charred body. 


Last week, on an Everglades hunting 
trip with friends, M cDonald was 
squatting over a bowl of gunpowder 


near a smouldering campfire, making 
bullets to save money. 


The fire suddenly popped. A spark 
ignited the gunpowder. 


“ I didn’t realize what had happened 
at first,” he recounted. “ And then I 
heard that sound from 13 years ago. I 
was burning. I rolled to put the fire out 
and I thought, ‘Oh God, not again.’” 


His companions helped quench the 
fire and struggled with him to the 
nearest road, where a passing Florida 
trooper called an ambulance. 


‘‘If my friends hadn’t been there, I 
would have jumped into a canal with a 
rock around my neck,’’ McDonald said. 


Bonnie McDonald, who had met her 
husband-to-be in high school and fell in 
love with him before surgeons had 
completed the restoration of his face, 
said fate seemed to haunt him. 


“ Alan was really looking good after 
all those years and now this,” she said. 
“ Man, it just isn’t fair.”
